, in 1789 
It was first performed in 
i this country by the American Opera 
| Company in 1886, tim e. 
L ’Allomand 
taking the title role. 
The principal 
characters are Lakm e, 
daughter of 
Nilakantha, an 
Indian 
priest: 
Ger- 
, aid and Frederick, 
officers 
of the 
I British arm y; Ellen and Rose, daugh- 
1 ters of the Viceroy, and Mrs. Ben- 
| son. governess. 
The scene is laid in 
India 
N ilakantha cherishes a hatred 
| of all foreigners. 


The two English officers, 
Gerald 
and Frederick, 
accompanied 
by a 
i bevy of ladies, intrude upon the sa- 
; ered grounds. 
They stroll about and 
gradually retire, but Gerald remains 
to sketch some jewels, which Lakme 
; lias left upon the shrine while she 
1 goes flower gathering with her slave 
M illika, and evidently also to await 
! developments 
when 
she 
returns 
> Lakm e soon approaches in her boat, 
I and there is a desperate case of love 
I at first sight. 
Their demonstrations 
j of affection are interrupted by the 
I appearance of the priest, whose an- 
| ger Gerald escapes 
by 
fleeing, tin- 
| der cover of a convenient thunder- 
I storm. 
In the next act Lakm e and 
her father appear in the public m ar­ 
ket-place, disguised as penitents. 
He 
compels her to sing, hoping that her 
face and voice w ill induce her lover 
, to disclose himself. 
The ruse proves 
| successful. 
N ilakantha 
awaits 
his 
opportunity, and stealing 
upon his 
enemy stabs him in tlie 
hack 
and 
makes good his escape. 
In the third act we find Gerald in 
a delightful jungle, where Lakme has 
in some m anner managed to conceal 
him, and 
where 
she 
is 
carefully 
nursing him with the hope of per­ 
manently retaining 
his 
love. 
She 
saves liis life; but just at this junc- 
1 lure, and w hile she is absent to ob­ 
tain a draught of water, which, ac­ 
cording to the Indian 
legend, 
w ill 
make earthly love 
eternal, 
Gerald 
hears the m usic of his regiment, and 
Frederick appears and 
urges 
him 
hack to duty. 
H is allegiance to liis 
; queen, and possibly the remembrance 
of his engagement to a young En g­ 
lish girl, prove stronger 
than 
his 
love for Lakm e. 
The latter returns, 
discovers his faithlessness, 
gathers 
i some poisonous flowers, whose juice 
she drinks, and dies in Gerald’s arms 
just as the furious father 
appears. 
As one victim is sufficient to appease 
the anger of N ilakantha’s gods, Ger- 
j aid is allowed to go unharmed,
